Frour SOCIAL SECURITY I 


It isn’t necessary to stop 
work to get social security 
checks according to Harry 
N, Scott, district manager 
for social security in 
Dothan. He urged everyone 
65 or over tocheck ontheir 
social security and added, 
“‘Some checks may be paid 
at 65 even though a person 
works full time, It depends 
on how much he earns each 
year.’ The worker is con- 
sidered fully retired if he 
earns $1200 a year or less. 
Even though his earnings 
are more than $120U a 
year, some payments might 
be due him. One dollar in 
social security paymentsis 
held back for each two dol- 
lars of annual earnings be- 
tween $1200 and $1700, Pay- 
ments are withheld dollar 
for dollar for all earnings 
above $1700 in a year. 

Payments can be made 
for any month a worker 
doesn’t earn over $100, re- 
gardless of the amount of 
his yearly earnings. Self- 
employed people can be 


paid for months they aren’t 
active in business. Mr.
